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Concern over camels 


in ‘nativity parade’ 


ANIMAL rights campaigners 
have got the hump over plans to 
use camels in the Christmas 
lights switch-on in Ely. 

Three of the beasts will be ridden 
through Ely’s streets tomorrow by 
“wise men” as part of a “living 
nativity”, which will also feature 
sheep and donkeys. 

Organisers believe the parade, which will 
go up Fore Hill and High Street to Sacrist’s 
Gate, will be a big hit with families. 

But animal rights supporters have joined 
the RSPCA in expressing fears the camels 
might get spooked by crowds or the noise. 

Sophie Wilkinson, RSPCA spokeswoman, 
said: “The RSPCA would be very concerned 
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about the ability to safeguard the welfare of 
any animals used in a procession through 
the city. 

“The animals may be exposed to 
unfamiliar noises and sudden movements 
which could result in them becoming 
distressed. 

“In addition, those running the event have 
a legal responsibility to ensure animals 
receive adequate shelter, food and water and 
are protected from harm or injury - all of 
which could be difficult in such an 
environment.” 

The nativity is being run by Churches 
Together in Ely. 


Ian Newstead, who organises the switch- 
on, said the camels would be far away from 
the crowds in the market square, and would 
be moved on by the time the main attractions 
started performing. 

He said: “Their welfare will be looked after 
and there is nothing that can harm them. 
They are specially trained for this sort of 
thing - they aren’t just being taken out of 
their field for it.” 

The event runs from 4-8pm. 

It was announced this week that the event 
will also feature star guests, pensioner Cyril 
Grant from the ITV television talent show X 
Factor, and actor Warwick Davis, renowned 
for his roles in Willow and the Star Wars and 
Harry Potter films.

Prison forked out £3,500 on takeaways 


AN INQUIRY has been launched 
after £3,500 was spent on takeaway 
curries for inmates at a top 
security jail in Cambridgeshire. 

The Ministry of Justice (MoJ) 
said the amount spent on 200 meals 
for prisoners and staff at 
Whitemoor jail, near March, was 
“not acceptable”. 

It is understood staff ordered 
takeaways after Muslim prisoners 
celebrating the end of the 


Ramadan month of fasting com¬ 
plained about the quality of prison 
food. 

“Such high costs for food are not 
acceptable and an investigation is 
under way,” said a MoJ spokesman. 

“One of the key challenges facing 
Whitemoor prison is the need to 
improve cultural understanding 
between staff and prisoners, a 
third of whom are Muslim, that’s 
the highest proportion of any 


prison in the country. 

“But while the Prison Service 
respects and is required to 
facilitate religious and cultural 
festivals food costs must be 
reasonable.” 

Last week, Justice Secretary Jack 
Straw branded a stand-up comedy 
course for maximum security 
prisoners at the jail as “totally 
unacceptable,” and forced 
managers to cancel the lessons.

Bells ring out after refurbishment 


THE bells of St James’ Church 
in Stretham will continue to toll 
after a £190,000 refurbishment 
saw a new bell-ringing platform 
installed. 

As part of the massive refit, 
some of the pews have been 
removed to provide flexible 
spaces for worship and other 
activities, while two toilets and a 
kitchen have been fitted.

Violent gang 
of robbers 
sent to jail 

FIVE members of a Cambridgeshire 
family gang responsible for more than 30 
armed robberies across Britain face 
lengthy spells behind bars. 

Detectives said the gang mounted raids 
in Norfolk, Cambridgeshire, Lincoln¬ 
shire, Oxfordshire, Devon and Cornwall 
between August 2007 and February this 
year. The five men admitted a variety of 
offences and were jailed at Norwich 
Crown Court. 

Littleport residents James Curtis, 48, 
and his son James Walter Curtis, 25, were 
given indeterminate sentences, while his 
other son Mark Curtis, 18, was given a 
five-year term and Stanley Rainford, 46, 
was sentenced to six years. 

The final member, 43-year-old Charles 
Lee of St Neots, was given an indeter¬ 
minate sentence. 

Det Chief Insp Steve Strong described 
the gang as “totally lawless” and said: 
“They believed they could do exactly 
what they pleased and, because of the 
extreme violence they used, they would 
always get away with it.”

‘Disappointment’ 
at wetland U-turn

PLANS for a huge wet¬ 
land habitat near Ely 
have taken another 
knock after the district 
council refused to for¬ 
mally endorse the 
scheme. 

The National Trust’s Wicken 
Fen Vision aims to restore 22 
square miles of former wet¬ 
lands between Cambridge and 
Soham over the next century. 

But while the organisation 
says it has the backing of 
communities in the area, 
landowners have criticised the 
transformation of so much 
prime farmland into a 
“jungle”. 

And now planning chiefs 
have decided to reserve their 
support for the vision, and 
have urged the National Trust 
to conduct further consult¬ 
ation. 

The decision was taken at a 
meeting of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s 
Strategic Development Com¬ 
mittee. 

Cllr Fred Brown, the 
council’s leader, said: “We have 
had a significant number of

local residents who have real 
concerns about the plans and 
who have been in regular touch 
with us. 

“As elected representatives, 
we are duty-bound to listen to 
these voices which is why we 
are encouraging the National 
Trust to engage with these 
specific groups to allay their 
fears.” 

Ian Allen, deputy leader of 
the opposition Liberal Demo¬ 


crat group, condemned the 
decision, pointing out the 
scheme had won the support of 
many other regional organ¬ 
isations. 

He said: “I have no doubt 
there will be concerns about its 
impact for people in the area 
but we are not talking about 
implementation or details, 
we’re talking about the 
principle of a green vision 
which needs to be set against 
things like Northstowe and the 
expansion of Ely.” 

The National Trust says 83 
per cent of survey respondents 
had backed the plans, which 
would create a network of paths 
from Cambridge to Ely 
surrounded by floodplain 
grazing marshes, wet woodland, 
and fen beds. 

Philip Broadbent-Yale, its 
area manager, said: “We are 
surprised and disappointed that 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has decided to reserve 
its support for the Wicken Fen 
Vision subject to further 
consultation. 

“This is particularly surp¬ 
rising as East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s 2008 Corp¬ 
orate Plan identified the 
Wicken Fen Vision as ‘signi¬ 
ficant’ in terms of green 
infrastructure provision for the 
area.”

Proud day for King’s and Queen’s scholars 


BRIGHT sixth-formers at the 
King’s School took part in a 
historic ceremony which was first 
established by King Henry VIII. 

Twelve students at the King’s 
School were created King’s or 
Queen’s Scholars as a mark of 
their academic achievements, 
and they were also admitted to 
the Foundation of Ely Cathedral.

Driver who killed 
couple sent to jail 


A DIRECTOR of an Ely food 
packaging firm who killed a 
young couple by driving a 
Jaguar into them at lllmph 
has been jailed for nine years. 

Mary Butres, 47, was driv¬ 
ing her boyfriend John 
Nichols’ Jaguar XJ8 when it 
hit surface water, skidded and 
hit Mark Crompton, 20, and 
his 19-year-old girlfriend 
Jodie Brown, Nottingham 
Crown Court heard. 

Nichols, 58, also a director 
at BM Partnership, and a 
front-seat passenger, was 
jailed for five years. 

The victims were phoning 
for help after their Ford 


Fiesta broke down on the Al’s 
central reservation at Great 
Ponton, Lincolnshire, when 
the crash happened in May 
last year, killing them both. 

Nichols, of Carlby, Leices¬ 
tershire, and Butres, of Stam¬ 
ford, Lincolnshire, were con¬ 
victed last month on two 
counts of causing death by 
dangerous driving. Butres 
admitted another charge of 
drink-driving. 

She was found to be one- 
and-a-half times the legal 
limit. She was banned from 
driving for seven years and 
Nichols was banned for five 
years. 
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Campaign’s bid 
to save common 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
save a much-loved piece of 
land from development are 
calling on the public for 
support. 

Ely Common, the ancient green 
space off Prickwillow Road has, 
despite its name, never been 
officially registered as a “common”. 

Now its owner, the Thomas 
Parsons Charity, has begun selling 
off parcels of the land to private 
developers. 

The Local Campaigners for the 
Protection of Rural Ely (LCPRE) 
want to save the common “for the 
people of Ely to enjoy forever” and 
applied for it to be registered as a 
village green last year. 

A public enquiry opens next week, 
and campaigners hope this will help 
secure the future of the common as 
an open green space. 

Professor Andrew Balmford, 
speaking on behalf of LCPRE, said: 
“We need this special protection to 
make sure our common is as safe as 
those in other communities. 

“We need to prove that the 
common has been used for what they

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call lawful sports and pastimes for 
the last 20 years and that we can stop 
people from encroaching on this 
space.” 

Witnesses will be called at the 
inquiry to explain how local people 
have used the common for gener¬ 
ations for leisure and recreational 
use in a bid to get protective “village 
green” status put on the land. 

Professor Balmford added: “Village 
green status would provide long¬ 
term protection from building on the 
common, which with a traditional 
mowing regime, would restore its 
value for wildlife and provide a great 
deal of pleasure to those who use it.” 

The inquiry runs from 10am to 
4pm and 5pm to 7pm on Wednesday; 
from 10am to 5pm on Thursday, 
December 4; and from 10am to 5pm 
on Friday, December 5; at the Ely 
Beet Club, on Lynn Road.

A punch in 
the face 
for ‘good 
Samaritan’ 

A “GOOD Samaritan” who tried to 
break up a fight between teenage girls 
was rugby tackled and repeatedly 
punched in the face. 

Natalie Gillett was told her face 
would be “ripped off” when she was 
set upon by drunken Leanda Roys and 
Danielle Stone-Parker in Ely’s 
Paradise car park. 

The prolonged attack was only 
broken up when passing police officers 
spotted 17-year-old Stone-Parker 
raining blows onto her victim while 
Roys, 19, sat on her hips. 

Magistrates in Ely heard Roys 
remembers little of the brawl, on 
October 19, and described herself as 
being at “seven on a scale of one to 10 
of being drunk”. 

The pair admitted assault before the 
magistrates, who declined to ban the 
naming of Stone-Parker, a youth. 

Sally Rose, prosecuting, said Ms 
Gillett had seen what she thought was 
a group of girls fighting and decided 
to speak to them to calm them down. 

Ms Rose added: “Her motivation was 
that there had been a stabbing in Ely 
in the previous days and was 
concerned to see people fighting in the 
streets who might be hurting each 
other.” 

Ms Gillett was immediately knocked 
down and had her head banged on the 
ground, and was left with swelling, 
cuts, and other minor injuries. 

Roys, of Abbots Way, Ely, had 
previous convictions, including one 
for an assault on a young mother in 
May. 

Veronica Candy, defending Roys, 
said her client believed Stone-Parker 
had been attacked and was trying to 
protect her. 

She said: “She regrets her 
behaviour.” 

She said her client had suffered 
from alcohol problems and depression. 

But chairman of the bench Sue 
Griffin told Roys she had crossed the 
“custody threshold”. 

She said: “Your victim had a 
dreadful experience when she was 
trying to do something in a public- 
spirited manner.” 

Roys was given a three-month jail 
term, suspended for 18 months, and 
had a supervision order imposed. She 
was ordered to pay £100 compensation 
and £60 costs. 

Sentencing on Stone-Parker, of 
Clay way, Ely, was adjourned until the 
next youth court in the city, on 
December 11. 

She was released on bail on 
condition she does not contact Ms 
Gillett.

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Tighter rules soon 
as speeding soars 


T HE Cambridgeshire 
police force has 
been conducting a 
thorough crackdown on 
speeding motorists. 

Now we could see drivers 
caught going more than 20mph 
over the speed limit losing their 
licence after just two offences 
under Government proposals 
published last week. 

The announcement comes 
as the numbers caught and 
fined by police officers in the 
county leaped six-fold in four 
years. 

In 2004 officers dished out 
505 speeding fines - but last 
year it leaped to 3,260. More 
than 


As the Government gears up to get tough 
on speeding motorists, we can reveal the 
numbers of drivers caught flouting the 
law in Cambridgeshire has rocketed. 
RAYMOND BROWN reports. 



1,700 speeding motorists were 
caught by patrolling police in 
2005 and the following year it 
again leaped, to 2,195 - 
according to figures obtained 
under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

And it looks like the numbers 
are on course to hit last year’s 
total with 2,084 speeding 
offences recorded by officers in 
the first nine months of this 
year. 

Speed cameras in the county 
caught 16,078 motorists 
flouting the law from July to 
December 2006. The following 
year that figure hit 29,535 and 
in the first nine months of this 
year has topped 16,812. 

The number of motorists 
caught going through a red light 
has also increased. In 2004 just 
55 were fined, rising to 156 the 
following year - in 2006 that 
figure leaped to 244 but fell to 
224 the next year. However, in 
the first nine months of this 
year, 209 motorists have been 


caught going through a red 
light. 

Last year 87 people lost their 
lives on the county’s roads. So 
far this year the number is 48. 

MP Jim Paice, who has 
campaigned for more safety 
measures on the “killer” A1307, 
broadly welcomed the move to 
get tough on speeding 
motorists but believes that is 
only part of the solution to save 
lives. 

He said: “I am not against 
tougher penalties for speeding 
in principle and doing more 
than 20 miles over the speed 
limit is bad in anybody’s book. 

“But at the summit on the 
A1307 I organised with police 
they said that only two of the 
fatalities were caused by 
excess speed and the rest was 
down to dangerous driving. 

“Speeding is part of the 
problem and I welcome that 
Cambridgeshire police are 
doing a lot of work on that but it 
is only part of the problem. 



“We have seen a reduction in 
deaths on our roads but even 
48 is still too many.” 

Cambridgeshire Chief 
Constable Julie Spence has 
already gone on the record 
saying that bad driving was to 
blame, not danger roads, and 
took a swipe at anti-speed 
camera protesters, saying the 
devices are proven life savers. 

She said: “Tens of thousands 
of pounds are invested in safety 
devices. Yet the collisions keep 
on happening and families keep 
being torn apart by the tragic 
news of death or crippling injury 
- at the same time, bizarrely, as 
the anti-safety camera lobby 
keep complaining about 
speeding motorists being 
taxed. 

“I would hope they’d heed 


the signs of success on the A14 
between Cambridge and 
Huntingdon, where the average 
speed cameras have cut the 
number of serious and fatal 
collisions by more than 80 per 
cent.” 

Ministers will also consider 
pleas from road safety 
campaigners to reduce the 
amount of alcohol permitted for 
drivers as part of a three-month 
consultation on improving road 
safety. 

Road Safety Minister Jim 
Fitzpatrick said the measures 
were aimed at reducing the 
2,946 deaths and 30,000 
serious injuries on Britain’s 
roads last year. 

He said: “Notwithstanding 
these are the best figures we 
have ever had, we know that 


we can do more and we can 
reduce the numbers of people 
being killed and seriously 
injured. 

“That means looking at 
speeding,drink-driving, drug 
driving, careless driving and 
people not wearing seatbelts.” 

Speed is a factor in 29 
percent of all road deaths, 
according to the minister, while 
20 per cent are caused by 
drivers with illegal drugs in their 
bloodstream. 

Those caught over the speed 
limit by a significant amount - 
by 20mph in most cases - 
could be given a six-point fine, 
twice the current penalty. 

That would mean them 
hitting the 12-point trigger for 
an automatic ban if they repeat 
the offence within three years.

Views sought on 
new country park 


A CONSULTATION 
has been launched 
on what Ely’s 
proposed country 
park will look like. 

Bosses behind the 
scheme, which could 
form part of a green 
corridor running 
through Roswell Pits, 
Queen Adelaide Pits and 
out into the countryside, 
want to canvass the 
opinion of residents and 
organisations in the city. 

In the next few 
months they will be 
working out its size and 
facilities and how it will 
link into future growth 
in the area. 

A number of events 
will be held so people 
can give their views. 

Campaigners have 
argued the park is 
essential to improve the 
quality of life in Ely as 
the city grows by half, to 
28,000, in the next 20 
years, while environ¬ 
mentalists believe it

rare birds and wildlife. 

The park has already 
secured £400,000 of 
funding, and a £350,000 
injection is expected to 
be confirmed by the 
Cambridgeshire 
Housing Growth Fund 
early next year. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council believes 
further cash could be 
secured from external 
sources, including the 
lottery. 

Cllr Mike Rouse, 
chairman of the 
country park working 
party, said: “I often hear 
the complaint that, in 
recent years, growth in 
our district has been all 
about housing and not 
about play areas and 
parks, and I unfortun¬ 
ately have to agree. 

“This is why it is so 
important to get the Ely 
country park right. 

“Fortunately we are 


starting from a position 
of strength, in that we 
are entering this project 
with a completely open 
mind and blank canvas - 
we don’t have a fixed 
idea of how much land 
will be covered by the 
park.” 

He added: “This is 
where the extensive 
public consultation will 
provide us with 
direction. 

“This will be taking 
place over the next few 
months and aims to 
engage with everyone 
who could possibly be 
interested in the park 
from local walkers to 
landowners. 

“Nothing is being 
ruled in or out yet - we 
want to see what it is 
people would like to see 
and then look at what 
financially can be 
achieved.” 

All addresses in the 
city will be sent a leaflet 
early next year asking 
for occupiers’ views on 
the project.

Nursing scheme to 
benefit patients 


PATIENTS are set to benefit 
from extra nursing care 
thanks to a new initiative 
being launched at Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital. 

Releasing Time to Care is a 
new scheme coming to 
community hospital wards 
across the county which 
focuses on getting nurses and 
therapists to spend more time 
with patient care - and as a 
result, improving safety and 
efficiency. 

The programme is being 
piloted on the Welney Ward at 
the Princess of Wales, as well 
as Wisbech’s North Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Hospital. 


Sam Carr, transformation 
programme manager for 
Cambridgeshire Community 
Services, said: “The initiative 
has been extensively tested in 
hospitals across England and 
because it puts nurses in 
charge of the changes they 
make, the results have been 
really impressive. 

“In some areas it has 
doubled the amount of time 
nurses spend on patient care. 

“It has also cut handover 
time by a third, reduced 
medicine round times by 63 
per cent and cut meal 
wastage rates from 7 per cent 
to lper cent.”

Get practical about gift giving 



THERE’S a reason that kids 
love Christmas. The only 
thing they need to worry 
about is writing a well- 
considered gift list. 

But unless you choose to live 
with your parents forever, there is 
no escaping the fact that at some 
point, you’ll need to start buying 
presents for others. And that’s 
when Christmas can become 
complicated. 

Despite the old adage “it’s the 
thought that counts”, the pressure 
to buy large quantities of 
expensive gifts seems to get 
greater every year. 

As Kate Reardon, editor of new 
book Top Tips For Girls, points 
out, gift giving can be an 
emotional process. 

“There’s a balance between 
investing too much emotion in 
your gifts and not being 
thoughtful enough,” Kate says. 

“If you’ve spent months of your 
life putting sweat and tears into 
this thing and you get a book 
voucher, it can be upsetting. And 
there’s nothing worse than being 
resentful on Christmas morning.” 

Popular fiction writer Cecelia 
Ahern, whose new book The Gift 
comes out just in time for 
Christmas, agrees that striking 
the balance between pleasing 
people, and not going present- 
mad, isn’t easy. 

“I love getting presents. This

year I’ve actually done all my 
Christmas shopping already. Last 
year I pared back a lot because I 
realised that I didn’t have to be 
embarrassed about not always 
having a gift for people. 

“I’m sure some people would 
rather not get you one next year. 
But at the end of the day you can’t 
always get the etiquette right. So 
don’t freak out and just accept 
that it’s all part of Christmas.” 

Cecelia, who lives in Dublin, 
says she has noticed that often 


-giving policies to keep people happy. 

people are more obsessed with 
buying presents, than the gifts 
themselves. 

“I live in the city, and it struck 
me last year just how much people 
are spending and how the panic 
starts in October. People get 
Christmas fever. They don’t have 
time to think and just grab things 
from shelves and race to the till. 
Everybody get stressed and then it 
gets to Christmas day and we’re 
all shattered.” 

The writer, whose first novel PS 


I Love You was made in a 
Hollywood film starring Hilary 
Swank, believes that tactics such 
as re-gifting are an excellent way 
to keep things under control. 

“I don’t think re-gifting is a bad 
thing. A gift is a gift. The point 
isn’t how much it costs, or 
whether it came off a shelf, but 
whether you think the person will 
adore it.” 

And Kate Reardon adds that 
those who find it really hard to 
meet their present obligations, 
can always use the credit crunch 
as an excuse. 

“If you’re really worried about 
what people might think, blame 
everything on forces beyond your 
control, like the recession. And 
don’t be afraid to give homemade 
gifts like Christmas tree 
decorations, biscuits or even a 
voucher for your time.” 

Kate suggests adopting 
pragmatic present-giving policies 
in order to keep your friends, 
colleagues and relatives happy. 

“Definitely don’t buy for people 
who don’t buy for you and don’t be 
afraid to make agreements with 
people,” she says. 

“Let them know that you’ll only 
be buying for close family and 
friends, so they don’t buy for you 
and no one feels guilty. They’ll 
probably be hugely relieved. Or if 
you are in a gift giving frenzy, 
agree with your friends the no one 
will spend more than £5.” 


Both writers agree that paying 
attention to your loved ones 
throughout the year will pay 
dividends at Christmas. 

BE PRACTICAL ABOUT PRESENTS 

Kate Reardon gives her top tips for 
avoiding Christmas faux pas. 

■ Make a budget and a gift list, and 
stick to them. 

■ Tell people your present giving 
plans. If you make it clear from the 
start who you intend to buy for, then 
there will be no feelings hurt come 
Christmas. 

■ Buy throughout the year and wrap 
as you go so you don’t have that 
epic mountain at the end. But 
remember to label the presents. 

■ Don’t be afraid to give homemade 
gifts such as decorations and cakes.

Brief tenants 
for the winter 


THE National Landlords 
Association (NLA), 
representing 20,000 
landlords across the 
United Kingdom, is 
warning members about 
the huge repair bills they 
face if their tenants do 
not know what to do in a 
winter property 
emergency. 

With weather forecasters 
predicting a colder winter than 
last year, simple steps could 
save landlords thousands of 
pounds and even save lives. 

Tenants are the first line of 
defence against problems in 
the properties they rent, and 
need to be fully equipped to 
deal with all kinds of winter 
emergency situations. 

The NLA has compiled the 
following advice for landlords, 
detailing how to prevent winter 
emergencies getting out of 
hand: 

■ Frozen pipes: Pipes at risk of 
freezing should be lagged, and 
making sure tenants know 
where to turn off the water 
supply will allow them to act 
quickly if a pipe bursts - 


potentially saving thousands of 
pounds in repairs and an 
insurance claim for water 
damage. 

■ Heating: It is important that 
problems with the heating 
system are fixed quickly. 
Landlords should make sure 
their tenants know how to 
bleed a radiator and have the 
contact details of a trusted 
plumber. The heating system 
should also be checked 
regularly to avoid problems 
before they arise. 

■ Frozen pathways: If 
pathways and driveways are 
not well drained they can 
become icy and dangerous 
when temperatures dip. 
Landlords can provide grit for 
their tenants to use on very 
cold days. 

■ Leaks: Blocked guttering, 
cracks in the roof and missing 
roof tiles can cause big 
problems when it rains. 
Landlords should make sure 
that repairs are carried out as 
early as possible, while 
guttering should be regularly 
cleared, especially after the 
autumn leaf fall. 

■ Security: As the nights 
become longer, security 
becomes a larger issue for all 


households. Landlords can help 
to reduce the risks for their 
tenants by fitting motion¬ 
sensor lights to the back and 
the front of the house. If there 
is an alarm, ensuring it is 
serviced each year will prevent 
problems. 

■ Insurance: Landlords cover 
buildings insurance but do 
tenants know they need their 
own contents cover? In the 
event of a problem, tenants 
could be left out of pocket if 
they don’t get the right 
insurance. 

For all winter property 
emergencies it is vital tenants 
have clear guidance on who 
should be contacted, 
particularly if the landlord 
uses an agent. Landlords also 
need to make sure tenants 
know how to get in touch 
outside working hours and who 
they should contact if the 
landlord is on holiday.

Time to fit 
winter tyres 


WITH winter fast 
approaching, TyreSafe 
is advising motorists 
to consider fitting cold 
weather tyres in order 
to improve road safety 
and reduce the 
number of accidents 
on the road. 

Despite the change in 
road conditions at the onset 
of winter, many drivers 
continue to drive on 
standard tyres. Slippery 
roads accounted for 55 per 
cent of road traffic 
accidents in which road 
environment was a 
contributory factor in 2007, 
according to Department for 
Transport (DfT) figures.

Cold weather tyres are 
specif-ically engineered to 
offer improved vehicle 
performance and reduce 
stopping distances in cold, 
wet conditions. They 
contain a higher quantity of

Braking tests conducted 
by a leading tyre man¬ 
ufacturer and TyreSafe 
member revealed that at 5°C 
a vehicle fitted with cold 
weather tyres travelling at 
62 mph stopped a full five 
metres earlier than the 
same vehicle with standard 
tyres. In parts of Europe, 
specific dates are defined by 
law for the changeover of 
standard to cold weather 
tyres. However, in the UK, 
where annual temperatures 
often range from -15°C to 
30°C, usage of cold weather 
tyres is far less common, as 
legislation dictating change 
over does not exist. 

Motorists interested in 
investigating cold weather 
tyres this winter are 
advised to visit their local 
garage or tyre dealer, where 
a trained technician will be 
able to fit cold weather tyres 
and give advice on the 
correct storage of standard 
tyres over the winter 
months. 

Replacement wheels are 
not required as the cold 
weather tyres can be fitted 
to existing rims.

SEEING Honda’s 2009 
Tourer offering for the first 
time, I started having 
visions of hooking the boat 
on the back, loading it up 
with mountain bikes, and 
taking it up the ski field. 

I’m not sure whether it’s the 
lowered, sporty exterior or the 
roomy feel of the interior, but this 
car looks made for sport and 
sports equipment. 

Funnily enough, the first thing I 
tried to do with it was load my 
road bike into the back - even 
with the front wheel off and the 
back seats down, the bike would 
only fit in one way. And given the 
bike fits in both ways in my three- 
door Ford Fiesta, I was rather 
surprised by its narrowness. 

However, this still doesn’t take 
away from its overall size. 

The slick cabin is completely 
driver-focused, with the dash 
sweeping round like the inside of 
a cockpit. The emphasis is on 
comfort and you feel supported, 
with plenty of personal space. 

You’re immediately drawn to 
the navigation system that 
doubles as a video screen for the 
camera in the back that kicks in 
as soon as you put the car into 
reverse. Reversing by video was a 
little disconcerting for a start, but 
soon became one of the many 
features of the car you relied 
upon. 

Driver controls on the steering 



wheel enable you to control many 
of the car’s functions, including 
audio and cruise control, without 
taking your hands off the wheel. 

Clever storage makes the car 
practical for everyday use. The 
large central console box has a 
USB (for your iPod, etc) and power 
output, and there’re large door 
pockets for maps and drinks. Back 
seat passengers also don’t miss out 
with their own drinks holders in 
the arm rests and equally large 
pockets in the doors. 

The boot is enormous - and then 
you realise there’s another level 
underneath for even more storage. 

For a big car, the Honda is 
surprisingly agile. It corners like 
a much smaller car, and though 
sometimes at speed it felt as 
though I was battling with the 
steering, it was hugely responsive. 

And though it’s powerful, it’s 
quiet. Road and engine noise have 
been thoughtfully eliminated from 
the inside, adding to the comfort of 
the overall ride. 

The six-speed manual 


transmission was light and Honda 
has even gone as far as a shift 
indicator light, which appears in 
the centre of the rev counter. “Up” 
or “Down” graphics advise the 
driver of the best point to change 
gears to maximise fuel economy 

■ Basically 

I wouldn’t recommend this car 


for the narrow streets of 
Cambridge - it’s a bit of a mission 
to park and takes up the entire 
width of one park with no room 
on either side - but if you want a 
stylish, athletic car that can 
transport you, the team, and all 
your sports gear, the Tourer is a 
fantastic option. And you won’t be 
last to arrive at the game.
